TOTALS : 
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The  Norman  ton  birth  rate  for  the  year  1956  was  just  above  that  of  the 
average  for  England,  and  Tales  rd  the  still  birth  rate  was  a  trifle  above.  The 
death  rate  on  the  other  hand  is  substantially  above  that  of  the  national  average. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  Urban  District  the  pattern  of  the 
death  rate  during  the  past  few  years,  especially  in  regard  to  infectious  diseases, 
has  shown  a  complete  change.  Thus,  the  enteric  fevers,  measles,  whooping  cough, 
diphtheria,  smallpox,  cholera  etc,  which  at  one  time  had  a  remarkably  heavy 
death  rate  have  not  for  the  year  1956  recorded  a  single  death,  whilst  the 
tuberculosis  and  pneumonia  deaths  are  now  relatively  low.  The  former  heavy 
diarrhoeal  death  rates  of  infants  under  2  years  of  age  which  were  due  to  fly 
infestations  and  dumps  of  deteriorating  offal  are  now  also  non-existent,  whilst 
the  lung  cancer  death  ra.te  is  notably  three  times  higher  in  the  male  than  in  the 
female.

Of  the  3d  contacts  who  were  examined  in  1956,  none  required  any  further 
aative  investigation.  The  apparent  increase  in  the  ratio  for  1956  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  a  bigger  number  of  contacts,  often  outside  the  family  circle,  were 
contacted  by  the  social  worker. 


Employment  conditions  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis 
in  relation  _to  jbheir  own  he  art ji  g  rd  f_e  1  _ejnpioyees. 

In  the  past  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  placing  in 
employment  a  person  cured  of  tuberculosis  though  in  the  year  in  question  no 
particular  problems  have  arisen  in  regard  to  such  matters.  In  Normanton  during 

the  year  one  man  attended  a  rehabilitation  course. 


Operation  of  schemes  to  ascertain  and  follow-up 
early  cases  yunongst  pjxlldjr eip  &  others. 

Children  in  the  13/14  age  group  are  now  being  given  the  opportunity  before 
they  leave  school  and  going  into  industry  of  being  tested  by  means  of  the 
tuberculin  test  to  shov/  if  they  have  already  gained  an  immunity  towards  the  disease 
by  contact  with  persons  suffering-  from  tuberculosis  and  if  this  protection  is 
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lacking  are  then  offered  vaccination  by  means  of  the  B.C.G.  vaccine.  The 
following  table  shows  the  result  of  this  a  ork  during  the  years  1955  and  1 955 :

In  addition  to  and  other  than  the  above ,  12  contacts  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  B.C.G.  vaccinated  by  the  Chest  Physician  but  none  of  these 
require  any  further  detailed  supervision. 


The  Normanton  T.B.  ■After-Care  ^Cqr.nit_tee. 

The  Normanton  After-Care  Committee  has  continued  its  activities  during  the 
year  but  with  this  difference  that  whereas  previously  it  only  catered  for  the  needs 
of  tuberculous  persons  it  now  embraces  within  its  sphere  of  activity  advanced  cases 
of  lung  and  heart  disease.  The  reduced  incidence  of  advanced  tuberculosis  in  our 
midst  resulting  from  earlier  notification,  the  more  effective  methods  of  treatment 
available,  and  the  energetic  treatment  response  to  such  methods  have  together  in 
no  small  measure  (but  in  no  sense  completely)  reduced  the  calls  on  this  Committee's 
resources  and  has  made  it  possible  to  give  consideration  and  assistance  to  an 
equally  deserving  section  of  the  community  mentioned  above.  This  newer  activity 
opens  a  whole  new  field  of  voluntary  activity  and  one  which  is  being  energetically 
pursued.  Grants  are  made  by  the  Committee  to  alleviate  acute  distress  necessit¬ 
ating  the  provision  of  under  clothing,  footwear,  and  bed  clothes,  for  the  supply  of 
house  decorating  materials,  the .payment  of  railway  fares  and  the  supply  of  pocket 
money  for  those  going  on  holiday  or  convalescence,  the  prevision  of  extra  fuel, 
assistance  with  the  rental  etc.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  ministrations  of 
the  Normanton  T.B.  After-Care  Committee  have  helped  in  no  small  measure  to 
mitigate  dire  need  whose  manifestations  can  so  inadequately  be  expressed  by  those 
concerned.  The  Committee  has  viewed  With  interest  the  pilot  scheme  to. minimise 
the  boredom  which  arises  out  of  prolonged  inactivity  necessitated  in  the  treatment 
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of  tuberculosis ,  whereby  the  County  Council  has  encouraged  a  scheme  of  recreational 
therapy  amongst  those  people  in  this  Division  and  has  made  available  the  services 
of  an  occupational  therapist.  Activities  such  as  the  Linking  of  cane-hanging 
baskets,  plant  stands,  electric  light  shades,  sea-grass  stools,  embroidery  and 
knitting  are  followed  and  would  appear  to  be  eminently  successful  in  their 
objective. 


The  emergency  needs  of  deserving  cases  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Committee  on  a  recommendation  from  the  chest  physician,  but  more  often  from  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  from  Ms  own  knowledge  of  the  case  or  on  information 
received  from  the  tuberculosis  health  visitor  of  the  local  health  authority,  but 
it  is  a  strict  rule  that  straightened  circumstances  only  are  discussed  v/hilst  names 
are  nevar  disclosed.  In  this  way,  complete  anonymity  of  the  patient  is  maintained,: 


The  general  public  are  more  and  more  coming  to  realise,  in  the  face  of  so 
many  competing  claims,  the  need  for  voluntary  contributions  to  provide  those  extras 
for  tuberculous  persons  etc.  and  a  very  necessary  supplement  to  the  basic 
allowance  from  national  insurance,  national  assistance  etc.  TMs  interest  has 
been  aroused  in  no  small  measure  by  the  widespread  dissemination  of  knowledge  of 
health  education  information,  of  the  desirability  of  protecting  school-leavers 
against  tuberculosis  by  means  of  B.C.G.  vaccination,  the  necessity  of  regular 
check-ups  of  the  population  by  means  of  miniature  mass  radiography  (a  mobile 
::-ray  unit)  and  the  work  done  by  the  tuberculosis  health  visitor  in  her  daily  work 
both  in  giving  advice  to  the  patient  and  in  stressing  the  need  for  contact  cases 
both  within  the  home  and  without:  for  a  check-up  by  the  chest  physician,  end 
reporting  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  those  in  need  of  financial  assistance. 


It  may  be  thought  that  because  so  much  is  said  of  the  impending  doom  of 
tuberculosis,  that  the  need  for  such  a  service  will  soon  come  to  an  end  but  even 
under  the  best  conditions  of  treatment,  etc.  it  must  of  necessity  take  quite  a 
number  of  years  before . tuberculosis  has  been  finally  mastered.  It  will  also  take 
as  many,  if  not  more,  years  to  eradicate  other  forms  of  chest  disease,  not 
forgetting  atmospheric  pollution,  and  until  such  times  as  we  can  find  an  antidote 
to  the  ever-increasing  stresses  and  strains  of  the  present-day  tempo  of  living, 
we  shall  still  have  with  us  the  various  manifestations  of  heart  disease.  The 
immensity  of  the  task  facing  this  Committee  may  be  gauged  from  the  fact  that  it 
Mil  in  years  to  come  have  to  cater  to  an  increasing  extent  for  the  needs  of  a 
population  which  at  present  constitutes  39/-  of  our  annual  death  rate. 


It  would  be  true  to  say  that  sympathy  has  always  been  readily  extended 
by  Normanton  people  towards  their  fellow  men  stricken  with  tuberculosis,  but 
with  the  inclusion  of  other  chest  diseases,  which  to  the  mining  commumty  is 
synonymous  with  pneumoconiosis  and  heart  disease,  the  response  has  even  been  more 
stimulating.  During  the  year  a  total  of  £108  has  been  spent  by  this  Committee, 
representing  a  grant  of  £35  f~om  the  County  Council  and  £73  raised  by  local 
voluntary  effort. 
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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  (OTHER  THAN  TUBERCULOSIS ) 

Food  Pcis^oning ^ 

Two  outbreaks  of  Food  P;  isoning  occurred  in  Normanton  during  the  year 
1956  and  the  total  number  of  persons  affected  in  these  was  five.  In  two  cases 
the  illness  was  fairly  severe  and  lasted  for  approximately  one  month.  Laboratory 
investigations  revealed  the  presence  of  Salmonella  organisms  in  both  cases  but 
unfortunately  it  was  not  possible  to  obtain  samples  of  the  food  concerned  and  the 
origin  of  the  infection  or  contamination  of  the  food  remains  unknown. 

In  the  remaining  three  cases  the  illness  was  mild  end  of  short  duration,' 
lasting  only  two  days.  Staphylococcus  organisms  were  isolated  by  laboratory 
tests  and  were  thought  t«  have  been  contained  in  a  tin  of'  Tuna  fish  but  it  was 
however  not  possible  to  confirm  this. 


Diphtheria. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  not  "been  one  confirmed  case  of 
Diphtheria  in  Nonnanton  for  over  seven  years.  At  present  504  of  the  0-5 
population  and  81%  cf  the  5  -  15  population  are  already  immunised  against  the 
disease.

Yvater  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  Wakefield  County  Borough,  a  maximum  of 
505,000  gallons  per  day  being  available.  This  water  is  soft  in  character, 
having  a  tern  orary  hardness  of  20  parts  per  million,  and  a  total  hardness  of 
64  parts  per  million. 

Purification. 

Purification  is  carried  out  at  the  Wakefield  Waterworks  and  no  further 
local  treatment  is  given. 

In  T95S  the  average  daily  consumption  for  the  Normanton  Urban  District 
was  410,000  gallons  per  day,  of  which  340,000  gallons  were  used  for  domestic 
purposes  and  70,000  gallons  per  day  industrially.  There  was  a  sufficiency 
of  water  for  all  uses.

MENTAL  HEALTH  OCCUPATION  CENTitE, 


The  practical  progress  made  at  the  Occupation  Centre  during  the  year  could 
be  assessed  only  m  the  light  of  two  important  factors;  the  first  of  these  was 
related  to  the  attendances  and  the  second  to  the  type  of  pupil  who  had  been 
admitted.  Because  of  the  wide  extent  of  its  catchment  area,  coupled  with  the 
greater  susceptibility  cf  such  children  to  contract  colds  and  other  intercurrent 
infections,  the  average  attendance  at  the  Centre  was  lower  during  the  winter 
than  the  summer.  One  of  the  primary  aims  of  an  Occupation  Centre  is  to  teach 
the  children  how  to  repress  undesirable  anti-social  tendencies  and  to  replace 
them  by  habits  and  standards  of  behaviour  by  means  of  which  they  will  be  in  a 
better  position  to  adjust  themselves  to  their  environment  without  any  great 


fear  of  coining  into  conflict  with  the  accepted  standards  of  the  community. 

Since  much  of  the  responsibility  for  doing  this  lies  with  the  teachers  at  the 
Centre  and  since  they  take  this  duty  most  seriously,  any  factors  which  cause 
them  to  fall  short  of  these  ideals  such  as  the  one  mentioned  give  rise  to 
feelings  of  frustration  and  labour  wasted. 

As  regards  the  second  factor,  it  was  noted  that  the  type  of  child  admitted 
tended  more  towards  the  lower  grades  and  this  in  turn  demanded  on  the  part  of  the 
teaching  staff  a  greater  emphasis  on  sense  and  speech  training.  The  progress 
made  in  the  former  of  these  two  was  disappointing  but  in  the  latter  the  results 
were  much  m*re  encouraging.  In  view  of  the  poor  speech  of  many  of  these  children 
singing  is  naturally  poor,  and  in  spite  of  the  enjoyment  drived  from  such  lessons 
the  results  again  were  disappointing.  The  success  of  ither  musical  lessons, 
such  as  Eurhythmies  and  Percussion  Band,  however,  more  than  made  up  for  this 
disappointment,  many  of  the  children  who  had  originally  been  taught  to  read 
from  coloured  charts  have  left  the  centre  and  after  a  considerable  amount  of 
very  hard  work  several  of  the  newcomers  were  successful  in  coming  up  to  this 
standard. 


In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  facilities  for  training  in  domestic  subjects 
are  limited  good  progress  has  been  made  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  as  a 
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result  of  such  training  some  of  the  older  girls  are  now  quite  capable  of  doing 
certain  of  these  duties  without  supervision.  Handwork  continues  to  be  of  a 
high  standard  and  the  accent  has  been  on  mending,  darning  and  knitting  for  the 
girls  so  as  to  make  them  more  useful  citizens  in  the  home.  Where  ones  efforts 
are  uico-ordinateu  and  isolated  at  the  periphery  it  is  extremely  difficult  to 
formulate  a  yardstick  by  means  of  which  we  are  enabled  to  compare  our  own 
activities  with  similar  establishments,  and  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  the 
Board  of  Control  proved  most  interesting  reading,  thus  giving  a  truer  perspective 
of  the  work  done.  She  commented  favourably  on  the  type  and  standard  of  the 
handwork  carried  out  and  was  most  impressed  by  the  individuality  of  the  percussion 
band  as  well  as  the  remarkably  good  discipline  which  was  obtained  in  spite  of 
having  all  the  pupils  in  one  and  the  same  classroom. 

The  Parent  Teachers'  Association  formed  some  two  years  ago  to  provide  a 
more  common  understanding  between  parent  and  teacher  of  the  problems  peculiar 
to  mental  defectives  and  also  to  provide  such  extras  for  the  Centre  as  could 
not  be  obtained,  otherwise  has  had  a  most  successful  year.  The  composition  of 
this  Committee  has  altered  somewhat  from  the  previous  year  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  new  members  are  rapidly  identifying  themselves 
with  the  movement.  During  the  year  it  financed  an  outing  to  Bolton  Abbey, 
provided  the  prizes  for  the  best  costume  in  the  Fancy  Dress  Parade,  and  in 
conjunction  with  the  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  was  instrumental  in  providing 
a  most  successful  Christmas  Party  and  also  another  outing  to  Filey. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  once  again  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  I  have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  and  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  colleagues  in  other 
departments,  and  the  staff  of  my  department  for  their  willing  assistance  throughout 
the  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


ON  THE  WORK  OF  HIS  DEPARTMENT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1956 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Norman ton. 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Services  for  the  year  1956.  The 
Report  on  Sanitary  Administration  covers  the  year  ending  31 st 
December,  1956  whilst  the  Cleansing  Section  is  for  the 
Financial  Year  ending  31st  March,  1957. 

In  Norman  ton  the  ceaseless  and  continual  streams  of 
complaints  endorse  the  necessity  for  the  bad  houses  to  be 
pulled  down  as  soon  as  possible. 

With  this  in  mind  the  Council  commenced  their  first  year 
programme  of  Slum  Clearance  and  six  Clearance  Areas  were 
declared  during  the  year  including  some  92  houses,  but  the 
Clearance  Orders  in  respect  of  these  had  not  been  made  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

In  addition  Demolition  Orders  were  made  by  the  Council  in 
respect  of  1 3  houses  and  Closing  Orders  for  a  further  2  houses. 

The  year  saw  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  a  start  was 
made  to  improve  the  hygiene  standards  in  food  shops.  Much 
still  remains  to  be  done  however  in  this  direction. 

The  price  of  waste  paper  fell  during  the  year  from  £8 
to  £7  10s.  per  ton  with  consequent  loss  of  revenue.  Increased 
wages  for  workmen  again  added  to  the  cost  of  refuse  collection 

and  disposal. 

The  spare  Karrier  refuse  lorry  was  again  off  tile  road 
for  a  considerable  period  during  the  year  thus  adding  to  our 
difficulties  and  resulting  in  increased  overtime  having  to  be 

worked. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  in  the 
district  continued  at  its  previous  level  of  approximately  three 
times  the  amount  before  decontrol.

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  work  of  my  Department  is 
still  devoted  to  the  elimination  of  nuisances ,  sanitary  defects , 
and  housing  repairs  generally.

The  major  of'fendor  in  this  connection  was  the  chimney  of  a 
colliery  outside  the  district.  Further  representations  were 
made  by  the  Council  during  the  year  to  the  Nationalised 
Industry  concerned.

In  connection  with  milk  supplies  we  in  Normanton  are 
marching  in  front  of  the  modern  trend  which  is  to  ensure 
that  all  milk  is  either  pasteurised  or  designated  milk. 

Unfortunately  the  two  local  pasteurising  plants 
previously  in  use  closed  down  some  time  ago  and  pasteurised 
milk  was  now  being  received  instead  from  outside  the  district. 
This  means  that  the  large  number  of  samples  for  biological 
examination  of  raw  milk  previously  taken  at  the  dairies 
cannot  now  be  obtained.  Complaints  were  received  during  the 
year  about  dirty  milk  bottles,  and  this  matter  was  drawn  to 
the  attention  of  the  persons  concerned. 

Again  I  should  like  to  stress  that,  in  my  opinion  it  is 
high  time  that  the  dairy  industry  went  over  to  the  use  of  the 
expendable  waxed  carton  in  place  of  milk  bottles  which  are 
used  for  all  sorts  of  purposes  and  difficult  to  cleanse. 
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ICE  CREAM 
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59  premises  are  registered  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
14?  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938?  57  of  these  "being  retailers 
and  2  "being  producer-retailers.  A  total  of  46  inspections  were 
made  to  registered  premises  during  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION 


58  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  cases  of  infectious 
disease  and  30  disinfections  were  carried  out  after  infectious 
disease . 

41  library  and  other  books  were  disinfected  during  the 
year?  in  the  cabinet  for  this  purpose  previously  improvised 
to  my  own  design  from  an  old  cupboard. 

Bedding  was  disinfected  at  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing 
Departments  Castleford  the  Council’s  van  being  used  to 
transport  this.  What  we  need  in  Normanton  is  a  new 
disinfecting  station  which  would  make  us  independent  of  another 
authority  who  might  be  reluctant  to  assist  us  in  the  event 
of  a  major  outbreak  of  infectious  diseases  or  if  they 
themselves  were  hard  pressed  for  any  reason.  A  suitable 
site  for  such  a  disinfector  would  of  course 9  be  the  baths 
where  steam  is.  already  available. 

There  were  two  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during  the 
year  wTith  five  cases  in  all  from  unidentified  sources. 


In  addition  an  infection  with  Staphylococcus  Aureus 
occurred  arising  from  a  tin  of  tuna  from  which  the  germ  was 
isolated.

The  difficulty  of  obtaining  and  maintaining  suitable 
personnel  for  the  Public  Cleansing  Service  of  Normanton  is  a 
vexing  problem.  Despite  protective  clothing,  superannuation, 
sick  pay,  and  Joint  Industrial  Council  Awards, the  plain  fact 
is  that  the  service  is  unattractive,  arduous,  and  generally 
not  comparable  with  the  conditions  and  pay  offered  by  other 
industries.  Our  Salvage  Bonus  Scheme  does  help  but  the 
position  remains  far  from  satisfactory. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  method  of  refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping 
and  the  number  of  loads  tipped  was  2828  split  up  as  follows

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As  can  be  seen  from  the  above  Pox  Tip  and  Snydale 
Quarry  continued  to  render  yeoman  service  during  the  year. 
St.  John's  Tip,  Wakefield  Road  was  nearly  completed  and  a 
very  large  number  of  loads  of  soil  were  tipped  on  the  upper 
surface  of  the  tip  and  bulldosed  level,  but  one  corner  Y/as 
still  to  finish  off.  Snydale  Tip  proved  most  useful  in 
view  of  its  more  or  less  central  situation  but  pumping  had 
to  be  continued  during  the  whole  of  the  year  and  it  Y/ill  be 
necessary  to  continue  pumping  for  a  long  time  to  come. 

dormant on  is  a  mining  district  and  the  tonnage  of 
refuse  obtained  is  in  consequence  very  high.  It  is 
interesting  in  this  connection  to  note  that  due  to  the 
increasing  number  of  all  night  burning  grates,  very  often 
the  residue  was  placed  in  the  dustbin  in  a  very  hot 
condition  and  on  many  occasions  it  was  necessary  to  slake 
the  refuse  in  the  dustbin  with  v/ater  before  it  could  be 
loaded  into  the  lorry  so  as  to  prevent  ignition  of  the 
combustibles,  such  as  paper,  in  the  refuse.  This  can  be  a 
serious  matter  as  it  is  a  potential  source  of  tip  fires. 
There  v/ere  two  tip  fires  during-  the  year.

The  graph  shows  that  waste  paper  collections  have  teen 
further  increased.  The  men  generally  are  eager  to  salvage 
and  are  wholeheartedly  "behind  the  salvage  scheme.  The 
public  too  is  most  co-operative  in  keeping  their  paper 
separate  from  other  refuse.  Too  much  however,  cannot  he 
obtained  of  this  most  valuable  material  which  is  not  only  a 
source  of  revenue  but  its  salvage  is  in  the  national  interest. 
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Unfortunately 5  however,  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the 
hoard  manufacturers  limited  the  amount  of  waste  paper  which 
could  he  sent  hy  the  Council.  This,  however,  is  only  a 
temporary  situation  and  it  speaks  well  lor  this  essential 
service  that  £1,715  8s.  9d.  was  received  hy  the  Council  from 
the  sale  of  waste  paper  alone.
